Graham White, Paulhan’s 
Only Competitor, Doubly Un- 
fortunate--Frenchman Steals 
March on Him and Cops Lord 
Northcliffe’s Donation--Flight

London, April 28-—The Frenchman, 
Louis Paulhan, whose efforts have fre- 
quently been crowned with victory, 
today won the greatest race in the 
history of mankind, and $50,000, when 
he flew into Manchester at 5:30 o'clock 
this morning, having traveled by aero- 
plane from London, a distance by rail- 
way of more than 180 miles, with only 
@ single overnight stop at Lichfield. 

Northeliffe Prize. 

The prise of $50,000 was donated by 
4rd Northcliffe for the first aeroplane 
flight from London to Manchester, 4 
@istance of 186 miles. Paulhan’s un- 
fortunate competitor in the contest, 
Graham White, the English aviator, 
for some unexplained reason, after 
making a successful new atart at 
Reade, where he made his first land- 
ing, descended at Polesworth, and no 
ndvices have yet reached London of 
his having resumed his flight. 

White Strikes Ili Luck. 

White was doubly unfortunate in 
thus having victory snatched from his 
grasp, inasmuch as the wreck of bis 
machine after bis previous attempt de- 
layed the renewal of the fight, and 
yesterday, believing that Paulhan 
would not start until Thursday morn- 
ing, went to sleep, thus allowing his 
opponent to gain a great advantage. 

The winning of the prize 
one of the most sensational contests 
that has ever occurred in Great Britain. 
White, a few days ago, attempted the 
trip, but was compelled to desc#nd at 
tAchfield after covering115 miles. Paul- 
ham then apepared on the scene, and 
the two aviators made hasty prepara- 
tions for the flight, each striving to be 
first at the start. Paulhan stole a 
march on the Englishman, ascending 
from Hendon at 5:20 p. m. yesterday. 

Flew High and Fast. 

White, who was sleeping peacefuly 
the time, was apprised of this fact 
made a quick start from Park 
toyal at 6:30 p. m. Paulhan, flying 
high and fast, covered 117 miles be- 
fore he landed, making that distance in 
two hours and 50 minutes. He descend- 
ed at Lichfield at 8:10 p, m., and re- 
ascended at 4:09 a. m., to complete the 
journey. 

White succeeded in reaching Reale, 
a distance of about 60 miles, descend- 
ing on account of darkness at 7:55 
p. m He managed to overcome some 
of the handicap by starting again on 
the long journey to Manchester at 2:50

ACTION OF THE COURT 
DUE TO NEW TESTIMOKY 


Dr. Stewart Tells Story Re- 
garding Typhoid and Pus 
Germs Which Hyde Obtained. 
He Called at Defendant’s Of- 
fice After Typhoid Epidemic, 
and Found Germs Missing. 
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Kansas City, Mo., April —Dr. B.C. 
Hyde's bond of $100,000 was revoked 
and the physician was placed in the 
county jail by the order of Judge 
Lathshaw at the close of the criminal 
court session tonight. This action 
means Dr. Hyde must remain in prison 
until he is declared innocent by a jury 
or is permitted by the court to furnish 
new bond. 

The action of the court was due to 
the nature of the evidence presented 
by the state against Dr. Hyde. With- 
out notifying anyone of his intention, 
Judge Lathshaw summoned County 
Marsha! Joel B. Mayer into the court- 
room after the jury had been removed 
and said: 

Defendant Deprived of Liberty. 

“in view of the testimony that thus 
far has been given in the trial the 
court is constrained to say that it 
amounts to a presumption that, under 
the law, deprives the defendant of the 
right to go on bond, and he is hereby 
remanded to the custody of the mar- 
shal.” 

Mrs. Hyde stared at the judge as he 
spoke and when he had finished she 
threw her arms about her husband’s 
neck and sobbed hysterically. 

Mrs. Logan O. Swope arose from her 
seat and Fk.urried from the courtroom 
as S00n at she understood the import 
of the judge's order. 

Later when she met Mrs. Hyde 
sobbing, she passed quickly by, board- 
ed her automobile and went home. 

Scarcely had the court ceased speak- 
ing when Attorney Johnson Lucas, 
representing Dr. Hyde, had the follow- 
ing statement entered into the record: 

Defense Offers Objection. 

“The defendant maintains and ai- 
leges that the remanding of him to the 
county jail, pending the trial of his 
case, will have the effect of prejudic- 
ing his right before the jury, It being 
construed as a declaration on the part 
of the court against his interest and 
leading the jury to believe he is guilty 
of the offense charged and asks the 
cour* to rescind the order upon that 
ground.’ 

“The defendant will not be locked up 
with the jury nor in the same place 
with them and the knowledge cannot 
come to the jury from anything that 
the court can prevent,” answered Judge

Roosevelt. 


Safety of 


Rigorous Surveillance _Insti- 
tuted in Paris-~Visit of Party 
to French Capital Concluded 
With a Gala Dinner---Visits 
Chateau of Louis XIV. 


Paris, April 27.—The visit of Colonel 
Roosevelt and his family to Paris was 
concluded toinght with a dinner at 
the ministry of foreign affairs, at 
which all of them were present. Other 
guests were Ambassador and Mrs. Ba- 
con, Consul Genera! and Mrs. Mason, 
ex-President and Mme,- Loubet, Pre- 
mier Briand, ex-Premier Clemenceau, 
Laco Bourgeois, M. Ribot, M. and Mme. 
Delcasse, Baron d’Estournelles de-Con- 
stant, Jules Cambon, the French am- 
bassador at Berlin; M. Jusserand, the 
French ambassador to the United 
States, and Mme. Jussgerand, and the 
most distinguished personages in the 
French official, political amd society 
circles. ft 

The ministry was brilliantly illumi- 
nated, the gardens beihg hung with 
fairy lamps, ang the copse in the rear 
of the palace lighted with Bengal fires. 
During the dinner, .at. which toasts 
were omitted, the orchestra played 
American and French airs. In the 
smoking room, Colonel Roosevelt re- 
ceived many of the guests whom he 


(had not met before, chatting pleasant-

ly with several of them, and having 

long convérsations with Mm! Clem- 

enceau, Ribot and Bourgeois. 
American Anarchists in Paris. 

It is reported that the French au- 
thorities have been considerably 
alarmed for Colonel Roosevelt's safe- 
ty. According to an evening newspa- 
per, the police were advised from 
Naples that American anarchists’ were 
folowing him, and a. most rigorous 
surveillance has been instituted here. 
The ex-president has been accom- 
panied everywhere by two inspectors 
of the anarchist brigade in plain 
clothes. The American embassy has 
been guarded day and night by six in- 
spectors, in reliefs of six hours, aided 
by police officers. Several suspects 
have been shadowed constantly. There 
is no Official confirmation, however, -of 
these reports. 

After witnessing war operations by 
the Paris garrison on the field of Vin- 
cennes, Colonel Roosevelt had lunch at 
the embassy and in company with 
Ambassadors Bacon and Jusserand 
drove through the Bois Boulogne 
and the forest of St. Cloud to Ver- 
sailles, where he rejoined Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Mme. Jusserand, Miss Ethel 
Roosevelt, and Kermit, who had 
lunched there. 

Views Marvellous Statuary. 

They spent two hours, visiting the 
celebrated chateau of Louis XVI., with 
its marevellous statuary and paintings 
and another hour in Strolling through

the wardens atid visiting the Grand and 


Petit Trainons, the former erected by 
Louis XVI. for Mme. de Maintenon, and 
the iater by Louis XV., a favorite re- 
sort of Marie.Antoniette.

Accompanied by Barones d’Estournelles 
de Constant, they visited Count de 


' Lambert, who after a preliminary flight 


|invited them for a sail through the air. 


Both accepted joyfully and each in turn 
climbed into the seat beside the count, 
who took them for a spin around the 
field at a height of about 100 feet. Ker- 
mit remarked that it was the finest 
experience of his life.

Rayner Asks Them ‘to 


Join Democrats. 


Invitation Spurned by Senator 
Dolliver---Lively Tilt When

Washington, April 27.—Insurgents of 
the senate, through the eloquent tongue 
of Senator Dolliver, today spurned an 
invitatiodn-to quit their party associates 
and join the democratic party, which 
invitation had been extended by Sena- 
tor Rayner, in the course of a speech 
in opposition to the administration 
railroad bill. The exchanges of mock 
compliments amused the senate for 
several hours. 

Mr. Bailey 
saying: 

Bailey Follows Dolliver. 

“TI take no part in the banter be- 
tween the senator from Maryland and 
the senator from Iowa,” said Senator 
Bailey, declaring that he was concern- 
ed only with the statement which had 
been made by Mr. Dolliver, that the 
democratic tariff bill of 1894 was high- 
er than the republican tariff bill of 
1890, and the bill recently passed. He 
emphatically denied that statement. 

Mr. Dolliver said that he dd not in- 
tend any comparison with the bill of 
1890, but meant to say that the Wilson 
bill wag higher than the Dingley Dill 
of 1897, and higher than the Payne- 
Aldrich bill. 

Discusses Merits by Measures. 

Mr. Bailey then discussed the merits 
of the measures and said:

Sabath declared that last year $65,000,- 
000 had been spent by disappointed 
homeseekers in their unsuccessful ef- 
forts to obtain public lands.

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Though almost the entire half side 
of his head was laid bare to the skull 
when run down by an automobile yes- 
terday afternoon shortly before 6 
o’clock, the injuries of 6-year-old Wolf 
Beers, of 106 Gilmer street, are de- 
scribed as “painful, but not serious,” 
by Grady HosbDital doctors. 

As if the scalp had been cut by a 
knife and peeled back, little Wolf's 
injury appeared when the driver of 
automobile No. 1102, which ran him 
down, stopped his machine and jumped 
to his side. 

The accident occurred at the corner 
of Piedmont avenue and Gilmer street, 
when Wolf, returning with a number 
of other children from a kindergarten 
rehearsal at the Auditorium, ran out in 
front of the automobile.

Bishop Wilson Presiding Over No Action Is Taken at Night 


Session---Friends of Governor 
Marshall and Lamb Both 
Claim Victory---Tom Taggart 
Confident He Will Win Out. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 27.—The 
question of whether or not the demo- 
cratic state convention shall indorse 
,a@ candidate for the United States sen- 
ate, which it was believed would be 
fought out on the floor of the conven- 
tion at the opening session tonight, 
was 
ing. This action was taken after the 
committee on rules and permanent or- 
ganization, submitted a unanimous re- 
port, recommending the first business 
of the convention tomorrow morning 
should be action upon this matter. 

The committee was in session several 
hours, behind closed doors, and its re- 
port is said to be a compromise among 
the members of the committee. The 
friends of Governor Thomas R. Marsh- 
'all and John E. Lamb, of Terre Haute, 
are tonight claiming a victory in view 
of the fact that they have succeeded 
in getting the plan before the conven- 
tion. The opposition to the indorse- 
ment of the proposition, under the 
leadership of Thomas Taggart, express 
no concern over the action of the con- 
vention tonight and assert confidence 
that the convention will refuse to 
adopt the plan of the governor and 
his friends to indorse a candidate to 
the senate. 

When the convention assembled to- 
night, it. was the arranged program 
that it finally should decide whether 
or not it should indorse a candidate 
for the senate, and the report of the 
committee on order of business recom- 
mending that the vote should be de- 
ferred until tomorrow morning came 
as a great surprise. The hall was 
filled with shouts of “no” and ‘‘yes,” 
apparently equally divided when the re- 
|port was read, but when the question 
of its adoption was put, little opposi- 
tion appeared. 

Leaders in Conference. 

After the adjournment of tonight's 
session of the convention, the leaders 
of the opposing forces, went into con- 
ference to complete arrangements for 
the contest tomorrow. The platform 
and the nomination of a state ticket 
had been lost sight of and the only 
topic of discussion heard about the lob- 
bies of the hotels was what should be 
the attitude of the convention on the 
matter of the senatorship. 

Throughout the day conferences had 
been held and many of the party lead- 
ers tried to prevent the question being 
presented to the convention in any 
way, but their protests were futile. 

Anticipation of a bitter controversy 
in the convention brought «a great 
crowd of spectators to Tomlinson hall 
tonight and when Governor Marshall, 
as temporary chairman, began his 
speech he was listened to with eager 
expectancy, for it was presumed that 
he would defend his plan. His declara- 
tion that the convention either should 
indorse a candidate or leave out of its 
platform advocacy of popular election 
of United States senators, was met 
with shouts of approval from his sup- 
porters.

Oklahoma City. The mayor is young. 
an orator and a real humorist. He be- 
gan by reciting how he had asked for 
this year’s reunion at Memphis last 
year, and said he proposed to come 
back every year until he got ft. 

“Why,” he said, “in two years Lit- 
tle Rock will be a suburb of Oklahoma 
City. We have a better ball team than 
Pittsburg, better beer than Milwaukee, 
better booze than Louisville and pret- 
tier women than Memphis.” 

He continued in this strain until it 
looked like the convention had satmp- 
| ed to the Oklahoma town. But the Lit- 
tle Rock people got busy again. The 
mayor of Houston appealed for Hous- 
ton, as did Mrs. Long and Mr. Francis, 
of Texas Daughters of the Confeder- 
mey. 

But when the voting began, 
Rock won, with votes to spare. 

Election of Officers. ; 

It was almost dark when the resolu- 
tion was made and the resolution com- 
mittee reported. The resolutions were 
simple and few, announcing the Pana- 
ma exposition in New Orleans in 1916, 
indorsing the monument to the women 
of the confederacy designed by Miss 
Belle Kinney, of Nashville, and making 
a few changes in the by-laws. Mobile 
was thanked as was every one who at- 
tended the reunion and then came the 
election of officers. 

It tad been persistently rumored 
that General Evans would not stand 
for reelection and that General Cabel, 
of Texas, would not be a candidate, 
but that both men would be made past 
commanders-in-chiefs and the com- 
mand thrown on General Gordon. 

The rumers were well founded Gen- 
eral Gordon was raised to the supreme 
command.

General Gordon will be succeeded in 
command of the department of Tennes- 
see by General Bennett Young, of 
Louisville, Ky. 

General Gordon will not announce 
his staff for several weeks, but it Is 
understood that General William E. 
Mickle will remain adjutant genera! 
and chief-of-staff to General Gordon.

Newspaper Men to Make 
Fight on Tariff. 


Want Free Paper, and Demand 
Revision of Schedule---Coun- 
try Will Soon Be Obliged to 
a Its Stock From Can- 
a 


Washington, April -27.—If the Supply 
of paper produced in the United States 
continues to decrease during the re- 
mainder of the present year as it has 
during the past six months, this coun. 
try will be obliged in the near future 
to import from Canada and _ other 
countries a constantly increasing 
amount of wood pulp and paper and to 
pay the greater price which is imposed 
by the tariff. This is shown by sta- 
tistica prepared by Herbert Knox 
Smith, commissioner of corporations, 
et the request of the American News- 
paper Publishers Association from 
monthly reports made to him during 
the past 18 months by the American 
Paper and Pulp Association. 

Fight for Free Paper. 

The opinion has been expressed in 
various quarters that, as a result of 
this showing, the American Newspaper 
l ublishers’ Association, which, during 
the discussion on the tariff bill, put 
up a vigorous fight for free paper, will 
renew its fight and demand a revision 
of the paper schedule of the tariff bill. 

Beginning with last September the 
amount of paper on hénd at the mills 
at the end of each month has grown 
less each month, decreasing by a few 
thousand tons every 30 days, from 
53,115 tons on hand at the end of Au- 
gust, 1909, to 19,907 tons at the end of 
March, 1910. From September, 1909, to 
and including March, 1910, the amount 
of paper shipped by the mills each 
month has exceeded the amount pro- 
duced, the amount of excess varying Dy 
from 1,900 to 8,000 tons a month.

He, of course, meant.that his company and others had 
bought from speculators contracts for cotton to, be delivered out of the 
new crop not yet planted except, in part, a year’s supply at 12 cents a

“The question of Atlanta's getting 
stOp-over privileges on one-way tickets 
is One of the few which has only one 
side to it,” said S. B. Turman, the well- 
known real estate man, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. “That the roads have no real 
reasons for not granting the privilege 
appears to be pretty conclusively

reasons. * 

“This being the case, it occurs {®@ me 
that Atlantans are perfectly justified 
in. bringing to bear on the r > 
the pressure possible in the matterg I 
feel sure that sufficient pressure ¢an

“However, I believe it only a matter 
of time until the roads will see that it 
is to their advantage to grant the stop- 
Overs. They have all invested largely 
here in terminals for their freight and 
rights-of-way, and it is up to them to 
do everything possible to make these 
investments profitable. 

“Evidently, they do not see at pres- 
ent, that the granting of stop-overs 
would aid this, but I believe thx’ 
there is no question about it, and that 
just as surely, the roads will eventual- 
ly come to see it in this light. 

“The argument the roads have 
brought forward, that stop-overs here 
would cause them loss through ‘scalp- 
ing.’ seems to me to be unfounded. 
Not only would the state law prevent 
this to any great extent, but the posst- 
bility of failing to sell the unused por- 
tion of the ticket would deter nine men 
out of ten, I believe. 

“On the whole, I look to see the 
roads fall in line on this matter at an 
early date. They wil) find it not worzh 
while to antagonize the city as a whole, 
te say nothing of the traveling public.

Albert, prince of Mona sounding 
the French government and various 
courts of Europe, with regard 
proclamation of his cousin, the Ger 
duke of Urach, as heir to his throne, in 
lieu of his only son, the now 40-year- 
old Crown Prince Louis. The latter has 
for years been completely estranged 
from his father, who entertains senti- 
ments of undisguised hostility toward 
him; and at the recent festivities at 
Monte Carlo, in connection with the 
inaugupation of the fine new oceano- 
graphic museum, to which most of the 
governments of Europe sent special 
envoys, the kaiser being represented by 
Grand Admiral von Koster, and France 
by her minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Pichon, the crown prince was as con- 
spicuous by his absence as the Amer- 
ican-born consort of the reigning 
prince. Princess Alice, who came into 
the world at New Orleans, as the 
daughter of the Franco-American 
Jewish banker, Michael Heine, and 
whose first. husband was the late Duc 
de Richelieu, is, however, judicially 
separated from the ruler of Monaco, so 
that nobody expected her. But the ab- 
sen¢e of the host's only son, born of 
his marriage with*La@dy-Mary Douglas* 
Hamilton, now Countess Tassile Fos- 
tetics, created a good deal of comment 
and curiosity, which latter has now 
been in a measure allayed by the dis- 
covery of the attempt on the part of 
Prince Albert to proclaim the duke of 
Urach as heir to his throne. 

Military Training. 

Crown Prince Louis of Monaco re- 
ceived his military training in France, 
and served for a time in the Spahis, in 
Tunis and Algeria, and since his re- 
tirement from the French army, in 
which he was deservedly popular with 
his fellow officers and the men under 
his command, has lived very quietly 
and unobtrusively in Paris, belng never 
seen with his father, whom he has at 
no time accompanied, either on his 
vachting expeditions or on his visits 
to foreign courts. In fact, there is no 
crown prince of any European throne 
about whom less is known than Prince 
Louis of Monaco. He stands in the 
peculiar position of being the legiti- 
mate offspring of a marriage declared 
to be non-existent. His mother, Lady 
Mary Douglas-Hamilton, sister of the 
late duke of Hamilton, managed to 
secure from the vatican a decree an- 
nulling her marriage to Prince Albert 
of Monaco, on the ground that she had 
been forced against her will, by her 
mother, a princess of the reigning

Doctors Also Make a Like

New York, April 27.—Albert W. Wol- 
ter, convicted of the murder of little 
Ruth Wheeler, was sentenced today by 
Judge Foster, in general sessions, to 
die in the electric chair at Sing Sing 
prison some time during the week be- 
ginning June 6° The condemned man 
displayed only a languid interest in 
the court proceedings.

000 was filed yesterday in the city 
court by Mra. Emma Dennis against

dict of a motorman who, she charges, 
mistaking her for a colored woman, 
used harsh and ungentlemanly  lan- 
guage to her. 

In the petition Mrs. Dennis states 
that she is the wife of V. J. Dennis, 
who lives at 163 North Jackson street. 
She says that on ‘April 8, when she 
boarded the front platform of a car 
at the corner of Jackson street and 
Hiighland avenue the motorman stopped 
her, saying: “We cannot let colored 
people enter the front of the car You 
Wil) have*té* goth the hack end of the 
car to get on. Negroes have to enter 
at that end,’ by these words intend- 
ing to impute that she was a negro of 
the African race. 

She further sets forth that harsh 
language followed her attempt to enter 
the door, and that she was forced to 
get off and go to the rear, and that 
when sheofinally was seated in the car 
“her humiliation and embarrassment 
were so great that she could not con- 
tain herself and burst into tears and 
cried; and futher, that when she 
reached her destination, and started to 
leave the car by the front door, she 
told the motorman that he had spoken 
to her in an ungentiemanly way, 
whereupon he further insulted her by 
telling her “that there were plenty of 
negroes in Atlanta lots whiter than 
she was.”’ 

She also sets forth in the petition 
that the. motorman not only humiliat- 
ed her, but several times drew the at- 
tention of other people to her on the 
car, laughing at her embarrassment, 
in view of which grievances she peti- 
tioned for damages to the amount of 
$10,000.

LAND CONGHESS 
MEETS IN FALL 


President Don Farnsworth 
Here and Talks of 
Plans. 


President Don Farnsworth, of the 
National Land Congress, which held a 
successful meeting in Chicago last fall, 
is in the city, accompanied by Henry 
R. Brown, a prominent banker and 
manufacturer, of Greenville, Tenn., and 
Hal Marsh, another prominent Tennes- 
sean. 

Mr. Farnsworth is a_i well-known 
Chicagoan, a prominent official of that 
city’s Association of Commerce, and is 
largely interested in the development 
of southern farm lands. 

The conference committee of the Na- 
tional Farm Land Congress, hejd a 
meeting in Chicago the other day to 
make preliminary arrangements for 
the meeting of the next congress in 
the fall in which, it is stated, every 
state in the union will be represented. 
This meeting was attended by Samuel 
Cc. Duniap, of Atlanta, a well-known 
southern promoter, who submitted @ 
report as chairman of the committee 
on permanent organization. 

President Farnsworth was authoriz- 
ed to appoint an executive committee, 
which will have charge of all arrange- 
ments for the next meeting of the con- 
gress. He will also name other stand- 
ing committees, which will include sev- 
eral well-known Georglans. 

‘We had 37 states represented in 
the first meeting of the congress,” said 
Mr. Farnsworth, ‘“‘with more than 8090 
delegates attending at their own ex- 
pense. 

‘In the next annual meeting we ex- 
pect to have every state in the union 
represented. 

“And the people who attend this con- 
gress are eager to know all about the 
south. At the meeting last fall they 
simply would not let Colonel Dunlap 
stop speaking, and A. M. Kitchen, of 
Georgia, also made a magnificent ad- 
dress. 

“This congress has for its purpose 
the deveigpment of farm lands the 
country over, and I am confident that 
when the facts about the south are 
made known, Georgia and the states 
of this section will derive far more 
than a proportionate share of the re- 
sults from it.’

Philadelphia, “April 27.—Sam Lang- 
ford, of Boston, and Stanley Ketchel, 
of Michigan, t f the best middle- 
weight fighters in Spe country, met to- 
night in the aren® of the National 
Athletic Club itn a six-round bout and 
at the end there was little to choose 
between the men. If anything, Lang- 
ford had a slight advantage, but a 
draw would have been a fair decision. 

After the first round both men 
fought viciously, Ketchel playing for 
a colored man’s stomach, while the 

ton fighter used @ straight left, 
varied occasionally with a right up- 
percut. It was one of these damag- 
ing blows which caught Ketchel flush 
om the nose near the close of the third 
round and started the blood flowing 
in @& stream. Langford thereafter 
layed for the damaged organ, driving 
ong left straight to the face re- 
ly. This attack seemed to un- 
Ketchel and he swung wildly 
times, while Langford was cool 

all the time. 


Langford Stunned. 

As the men rushed to a clinch just 

the bell sounded for the close of 

the fourth round Ketchel drove a vici- 
ous left into Langford’s stomach and 
‘the colored fighted’s eyes closed and 
‘ his mouth opened. He was visibly af- 
fected by the blow, but what might 
have proved a damaging blot on his 
career was averted by the bell. 
_ Ketchel pursued his usual tactics of 
“forcing the fighting. There was not a 
moment during the battle that he was 
not right on top of the Boston fighter, 
never allowing him to get set. This 
was the part of wisdom, for Langford 
easily outboxed Ketchel when the men 
once or twice sparred. 

Ketchel’s method of fighting puzzled 
Langford. He would rush in with his 
head down and drive a hard left into 
the wind and bring the right over, but 
the latter seldom landed. Langfofd 
resorted to his famous right uppercut 
and often caught Ketchel as the lIat- 
ter was coming or breaking from a 
clinch. Toward the close of the fourth 
round Ketchel appeared to be tiring, 
but he came back strong in the closing 
session and appeared to have a shade 
on his opponent. 


Langford Attacks Nose. 


From the time that Langford started 
the blood flowing from the Michigan 
man’s nose until the final gong sound- 
ed the colored fighter paid particular 
attention to the damaged organ, caus- 
ing the claret to flow in a stream. 

Both men missed many blows and 
the referee was forced to pull them 
apart nearly every time they rushed to 
a clinch. 

There was not a mark on either man 
as they emerged from the ring, but 
Langford appeared to be the fresher. 

Not in the history of the chub has 
there been such a representative as- 
semblage of sporting men ae that 
which surrounded the ring. Every 
large city from Chicago to Boston was 
represented.

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 7 
points, but this was not a full response 
to better Liverpool cables than expect- 
ed, and the showing of the English 
market wag practically disregarded 
after the call, owing to belief that it, 
reflected covering against a continental 
failure rather than general conditions. 
There was a big demand at the start 
and early fluctuations showed more or 
less irregularity, but tne buying power 
créated by the crop scare seeemd to 
have about run its course, and prices 
soon weakened uiyider such free selling 
of the near months as gave rise to 
rumors of bull clique liquidation. Not- 
withstanding the better weather ac- 
counts, and more cheerful southern 
advices as to the possiblity of repair- 
ing crop damage, the new crop posi- 
tions were relatively steady and led a 
midday rally of several points, but this 
improvement was followed by a re- 
newal of near-month liquidation; the 
low point of the day being reached in 
the late trading, with last prices only 
a shade up from the lowest.

The 
bull party in the speculation answered 
the contention that the quarter’s earn- 
ings were disappointingly small by 
citing the fact that the quarter's earn- 
ings were disappointingly small by cit- 
ing the fact that the successive months 
of the quarter showed progressive in- 
crease in earnings, the March earnings 
rising to a record for any March in the 
history of the corporation. The bear 
party made much of the current reports 
of subsiding demand for steel products, 
‘the talk of accumulating stocks and 
falling demand for iron. The bear 
party had asserted its determination 
beforehand to sell the stock in the 
event of the dividend being raised, on 
the ground that the action would ex- 
haust the availabie helpful factors to- 
ward advancing of the price. Some of 
the selling of the stock was attributed 
to liquidation seeking to take advant- 
age of the favorable effect of the divi- 
dend action. This interference hurt the 
stock and, in fact, the whole market.
